1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the last Office action dated 2/5/09 is persuasive 
and, therefore, that action is hereby withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither teach nor make obvious the claimed limitation of the instant application as a whole as 
recited in claims 1 and 1 1 , respectively. In particular, the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
particular subset of the process steps for forming LDMOS by forming an amorphous region in a 
semiconductor substrate between the isolation structures and adjacent the gate structure by 
implanting an amorphizing element in the semiconductor substrate; and diffusing a channel 
dopant laterally in the amorphous region to form a first portion of a channel.
